Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7-9 and 11-17 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious a system for controlling 
engagement and disengagement of a friction element as defined in claim 7, and 
particularly wherein the manual valve includes a third outlet, and a second friction 
element communicates with the line pressure source through the third outlet in the 
reverse state. 

The art of record also fails to show or teach the system for controlling 
engagement and disengagement of a friction element as defined in claim 13 wherein 
the manual valve has a second land for opening communication to the line pressure 
source through a first outlet of the manual valve in the reverse state and for closing the 
communication through the first outlet in the forward state, and wherein a friction 
element communicates with the line pressure source through a hydraulic path that 
includes the manual valve and no other valve.
